A VERY 
NOTABLE FUNERAL. 


Man of All Ranks and Denomina­ 


tions and Faith Honor His 


Memory. 


Ne w Yo r k , Nov. 1.—The funeral 
service yesterday over* the remains of 
the late Henry George were more im­ 
pressive than any ever before held in 
the memory of a private citiiten. The 
body lay in state and was viewed by 
over 30,000 people, composed of men 
and women of all walks of life, includ­ 
ing many of the best known citizens of 
Greater New York. 


Funeral orations were delivered by 
Rev. Fr. McGlynn, who was suspended 
from the Catholic church because he 
was captivated by the 
theories of 
Henry George, Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
Rabbi Gottheil and others. Dr. Mc­ 
Glynn said: 


“The place where we meet here this 
afternoon is not dedicated to religion, 
or to the service of God, but has gen­ 
erally been used for purposes of recre­ 
ation or amusement or of art. It has 
today been made sacred, and we meet 
here upon holy 
ground and stand 
ashamed in the presence of a message 
directed at us from the throne of G<^. 
It is no ordinary message. 
That mes­ 
sage of death has brought to our hearts 
that which has immeasurably shocked 
us. 


“ We stand ujK>n the ground that is 
made sacred by the remains of a man 
who was raised from among us by our 
Father in heaven to spread the mes­ 
sages of truth and righteousness and 
justice and peace to all. He died in a 
struggle for the cause of humanity, and 
especially that of New York, but It was 
altogether too small for his broad mind 
and indomitable energy. 


“He was simply a seer, a prophet, a 
forerunner sent by God, and we can say 
io all reverence and in the words of the 
scripture that: ‘There was a man sent 
from God whose name was John. He 
was sent to bear witness of the light.” 
I believe that I am not guilty of any 
profanation of the sacred scriptures 
when I say that there was a man sent 
from God and his name was Henry 
George.”

C le v e la n d , Nov. 1.—William Jen­ 
nings Bryan arrived in Cleveland Sat­ 
urday evening to close the campaign 
for the democrats. He spoke at three 
meetings. His remarks were directed 
mainly against Mr. Hanna. He said he 
had come from Nebraska to bury Mur> 
cus Hanna. 
He charged that Mr. 
Hanna was at the head of a conspiracy 
to turn the country over to the iinan- 
cial control of Europe, and also that 
Mr. Hanna intended to turn the green­ 
backs over to the national banks. 


Senator Hanna closed his campaign

CRIME AND THE CRIMINAL. 


Bmym a Horn« for Released Prlsonart 
Should boMalntalnod—Othar 


Pulpit Uttorano««. 


Yesterday was prison Sunday, by or­ 
der of the National prison association, 
a id Rev. E. A. Hoffman, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church, took occasion in 
the morning to speak his mind concern* 
idf? *‘Crime and Criminals. ” Although 
Mr. Hoffman saw a tendency toward 
the adoption of reformatory methods in 
t'l^treatm eBt.of prisoner convicts he 
la s te d that there was «yet room for 
Improvement. 


Chiefest of his recommendations in 
behalf of convicts was that of the c£* 
tablishmcnt of a home where they 
could go after released and remain un­ 
til honest employment could be ob­ 
tained. 
The Hystem of turning oon- 
vIctB out of jftil with no means to sup­ 
port themselves until positions could 
be procured was condemed. it bad Uie 
eiTect of intlucncing punished criminals 
to continue a life of crime, as the only 
means by which life might be pro­ 
longed. 


It was the duty of every church, the 
pastor said, to become interested in the 
criminals and secure for that elass of 
people more humane treatment in the 
jails, and zealously undertake their re­ 
formation. Considerable advancement 
had already been made in this branch 
of Christian work and as a result the 
convict’s conaition had much improved 
a n d « e world itself had been made 
b ett^. There was a time when all 
doors to an honest living were closed 
against a convict, but public sentiment 
had changed and there was a disposi­ 
tion to give such persons a chance U) 
reform. Most criminals were born in 
an atmosphere surcharged with crin;<: 
and help was due them from every 
Christian. 


The preacher said there were 
(MK) arrests made each year: that the 
prison population was 72,000 and 10,000 
were committetl annually. 
Michigan 
had 1,200 prisoners in her jails, 701» in 
her reformatories and 1,000 in her pub- 
lif schools. 
The inajoritv of the con­ 
victs were Ijetween 20 and 40 years of 
age, sliowing that the criminal, in ac­ 
cordance with God’s word, died eariy 
In life. 
Four-lifths of 
the 
prison 
population were white and one-fifth 
colored; Sfi per cent were born of native 
parents; 08 per cent were unmarried; 
^ p c r cent could not read or write and 
^ ^ ^ rly all were accustomed to the 
"'Eldest kind of labor, idleness most 
often being responsible for the crimes: 
".'j per cent of the crimes were com­ 
mitted against property; 15 per cent 
against society and 10 per cent against 
persons; 5 per cent of the convicts were 
serving 
sentences of less than one 
year; 75 per cent less than four years 
and liO per cent more than four years. 


Persistent and vicious criminals, 
Mr. Hotlman said, should never pass 
out of the custody of the 
This 


plan would save the iaxpayers an 
enormous sum spent in re-arrests and 
repeated prosecutions.and a persistent 
criminal with his freedom lmperii»> life 
and property and educates others to 
become 
like 
him. 
Judiciousness 
should be exercised in the punishment 
of hopeful cases and where repentence 
is sincere and reform probable punish­ 
ment should not be continued, with 
the expense it heaps upon the tax- 
pa/ers. 
It cost 
$7 per week to 
support each prtsoner, aside from the 
care of his family, an item which 
should have weight where the crim­ 
inal is not of the coniirmed type. 


The punishment of a criminal, the 
pastor held, should be commensurate 
wi|h the crime, but no vindictiveness 
ishould be exhibited. 
“Don’t hang a 
man to terrorize other criminals,” feaid 
the pastor. 
‘ Such an act is barbarous 
and unchristianlike.” The punishment 
should be administered with the idea 
of reforming the convict, correcting the 
moral b as of his life, stimulating hope 
and elevating moraiitv. Here the work 
of the W. C. T. U., Maude Booth and 
Jerry Macaulay, in connection with jail 
reformatory work, was extolled. 
The 
prison keepers, it was held, should 
have higher »qualifications than party 
service gives them; and an ettiicient of­ 
ficial should not be rotated out of office 
with the success of political parties. 


One great evil in the present system 
of |»rison management was the w 
gard give 
and uaexperienced 


I Yicious and hardened. The parole sys­ 
tem was extolled, and the sh ak er con­ 
cluded with Ihe reeummenuation that 
homes for released convicts be estab­ 
lished where IhM? could be entertained 
until employment was obtained.

One of the miHfortmies of patients 
who suffer from mental disorders is the 
lack of appreciation of the grave nature 
of their disease. Even eminent medical 
men, especially those who aro them- 
sidves in the enjoyment of robust health, 
find it diilicult to appreciate the more 
delicate phases of nervous distress. 
Merely a nervous attack means a great 
deal more than the avenige person is 
capable of understanding. The horrors 
that cluster around even the milder 
forms of insunity aro such that the 
merest shadow of mental disturbance 
demands tho most thorough and intel­ 
ligent treatment. Ministering to a mind 
diseased is a piiasc of tho physician’s 
work that is too little understood and 
receives much less attention than its 
importance w'arrants.—New York Led­ 
ger.

You ndght as well sjiy there is 
nothing wanting for a ship’s safety exce pt 
to get it fully laimched on the Atlantic 
ooean. I have sonieiimes aske«l th<ise wht> 
were ich«K>lmateb or college mates of some 
great defaulter; “ What kind of a boy was 
b«f What kind of a young man was hoy” 
And they have said: “ Why, he was a spleji* 
did fellow. 1 ha«l no idea he could ever go 
into such an outrage.” 
The fiict is the 
great temptation of life sometimes comes 
far on in midlife or in old age. 


The first time I crossed the Athmtie 
ocean it was as smooth a a mill lumd, anti 
I thought theseu captains and the voyagers 
had slandered the old ocean, and 1 wrote?

It Is be- 
eanee they have not the moral endurance 
for that which Is beyond the 80 and a mer­ 
ciful Qod will not allow them to be put to 
the fearful strain. 


Again, there Is a bleMing In an abbrevi­ 
ated earthly existence In the fact that one 
hi the sooner taken off the defensive. 
As 
soon as one is old enough to take care of 
himself he is put on his guard. 
Bolts on 
the doors to keep out the robbers. 
Fire­ 
proof safes to keep off the flames. Life in­ 
surance and lire Insurance against acci­ 
dent. Receipts lest you have to pay a debt 
twice. Lifeboat against shipwreck. West- 
InghouBo airbrake against railroad colli­ 
sion and hundreds of hands ready to over­ 
reach you and take all you have. Defense 
against cold, defense against heat, defense 
against sickness, defense against the 
worUl’s abuse, defense all the way down 
to the grave, and even the tombstone some* 
times is not a sufficient laarricade. 


If a soldier who has been on guard, 
shivering and stung with the cold, pacing 
up and down the parapet with shouldered 
musket, is gla«l when some one comes to 
relieve guard and he can go inside the for­ 
tress, ought not that man to shout for joy 
who can put down his weapon of earthly 
defense and go into the king’s castleP Who 
is the more fortunate, the soldier who has 
to stand guard 19 hours or the man who 
has to stand guard six hours? We have 
common sense about everything but re­ 
ligion, c*ommon sense about everything 
but transference from this world. 


M aaj Bereavement« Escape«!. 


Again, there is a blessing in an abbre* 
viated earthly existence in the fact that 
one cscaiMis so many bereavements. 
The 
longer we live the more attachments and 
the more kindretl, the more chords to be 
woundc<l or rasped or sundered. If a man 
live on to 70 or 80 years of age, how many 
graves are cleft at his feet! 
In that long 
reach of time father and mother go, broth­ 
ers anti sisters go, children go, grandchil­ 
dren go, i>ersonal friends outside the fam­ 
ily circle whom they had loved with a love 
like that of David and .Jonathan. Besides 
that, some men have a natural trepidation 
about dissolution and over and anon dur­ 
ing 40 or ÔÜ or 60 years, this horror of 
their dissolution shudders through soul 
and body. 
Now, suppose the lad goes at 
16 years of agel" He escapes 50 funerals, 
50 caskets, 50 obsequies, 50 awful wrench- 
ings of the heart. 
It is hard enough for 
us to bear their departure, but is it not 
easier for us to bear their departure than 
for them to etuy anti bear 60 departures? 
Shall wu not by the grace of God rouse 
ourselves into a genert)slty of bcreavenicnt 
which will practically say, “ It is hartl 
enough for me to go through this bereave­ 
ment, but how glud 1 am that he will never 
have to go through it.” 
So I reason with 
myself, anti so you will find It helpful to 
rea.son with yourselves. David lost his son. 
Though iJavitl was king, he lay on the 
earth mourning anti inconsolable for some 
time. 
At this distance of time, which do 
you really think was the one to be con­ 
gratulated, the short lived child or the 
long livetl father? Had David dietl as early 
as that child dietl he wouhl, in the first 
plact*. have escapetl that particular be­ 
reavement^ then he woultl have escaped 
the worse bereavement of Absalom, his 
recreant son, and the pursuit of the Phil­ 
istines, anti the fatigues of his militaiy 
campaign, anti the jealousy of Saul, and 
the perfidy of Ahithophel, anil the cui’sc of 
.Shimei, anti the destruction of his family 
at '/iklag, and, above all, he woultl have 
escaped the two great calamities of his life, 
the great sins of uncleanness anti murtler. 
Da viti livetl to be of vast use to the church 
anti the worlti, but so far as his own hap­ 
piness was concerneti, tiues it not seem to 
ymi that itwould have been better for him 
to have gone early? 


Now, this, my frientls, explains some 
things that to you have been inexplicable. 
This shows you why when G ckI takes little 
chiltlren from a household he is very apt 
to take tlie brightest, the most genial, the 
most sympathetic, the most talented. 
Why? It is iK^ause that kintl of nature 
suffers the most when it does suffer and is 
most liable to temptation. 
God saw the 
tem^Nist sweeping up from the Caribbean 
and he put the ilelicate craft Into the first 
harbor. 
“ Taken away from the evil to 
tîome. ” 


The Center In Heaven. 


Again, my friends, there is a blessing in 
an abbreviated earthly existence in the 
fact that it puts one sooner in the center 
of things. All astrononicsrs, infidel as well 
as Christian, agree in believing that the 
universe swings uround some great center. 
Any one who has studied the earth and 
studied the heavens knows that God’s fa 
vorite ligure in geometry is a circle. When 
God put forth his hand to create the uni­ 
verse, he did not strike that hand at right 
angles, but he wave«l it in a circle, and 
kept on waving in a circle until systen« 
and constt>llations and galaxies and all 
worlds took that motion. 
Our planet

The 
best way to study a piece of machiner^' i^ 
not to stand on the doorstep and try to 
look in, but to go In with the engineer 
and take our place right amid the saws 
and the eyllndeni. 
We wear our eyes out 
and our brain out from the fact that we 
are studying under tuoh great diaadva»' 
tage. MiUlona of dolía» for obaervatories 
to atudj tbingt about the moon, about the 
aun, about tbe ringa of Saturn, about 
tffanaita and Mcultat|oM and eollpaea, 
alinply banaìiaa oiu atndio. our obaarvato^' 
la poorly altuatad.

mente trying to peer in through the craoka 
and tbe keybolea of heaven, afraid that 
both doors of the celestial mansion will be 
awung wide open before our entraneed Ti> 
alon, ruabing about among the apotbecaiy 
ahops of tills world, wondering if this Is 
good for rheumatism, and that Is good 
for neuralgia, and something else Is good 
for a bad cough, lest we be suddenly ush­ 
ered Into a land of everlasting health, 
whore tbe Inhabitant never says, “lam 
alck.” 


What fools we all are to prefer the cir- 
oumference to the center I What a dread­ 
ful thing It wonld be If wo should be sud* 
denly ushered from this wintry world Into 
ihe May time orchards of heaven, and If 
our pauperism of sin and sorrow should be 
suddenly broken up by a presentation of 
an emperor’s «»stle surrounded by parks, 
with springing fountains and paths up and 
down which angels of Qt)d walk two an^ 
two. 
We arc like persons standing on the 
oold steps of the National picture gallery 
in London, under umbrella in the rain, 
afraid to go in amid the Turners and the 
Titians and the Raphaels. I come to them 
and say, “ Why don’t you go inside the 
gallery?” 
“Oh,” they say, "we don’t 
know whether we can get in.” 
Isay, 
“ Don’t you see the door is open?” “ Yes,” 
they say, “ but we have been so long on 
these cold steps we are so attached to 
them we don’t like to leave.” “ But,” I 
say, “ it is so much brighter and more 
beautiful In the gallery; you had better go 
In.” “ No,” they say, “ we know exactly 
how it is out here, but we don’t know ex* 
actly how it is inside. ” 


So w'c stick to this world as though we 
preferred cold tlrizzle to warm habitation, 
discord to cantata, sackcloth to royal pur 
pie, as though we preferred a piano with 
four or five of the keys out of tune to an 
instrument fully attuned, as though earth 
and heaven had exchanged apparel, and 
earth had taken on bridal array and heav­ 
en had gone into deep mourning, all its 
waters st4ignant, all its harps broken, all 
chalices cracked at the dry wells, all the 
lawns sloping to the river plowetl with 
graves, with dead angels under the fur­ 
row 
Oh. I want to break up my own in­ 
fatuation and I want to break up your in­ 
fatuation with this world! I tell you if 
wo arc ready and if our work is tlono the 
sooner we go the better, and if there are 
blessings in longevity I want you to know 
right well there arc also blessings in an 
abbreviated earthly existence. 


**Tnken Frout the Evil to Come.” 


If the spirit of this sermon is true, how 
consoled you ought to feel about members 
of your family that went early! “ Taken 
from the evil to come,” this bt>ok says. 
What i; fortunate escape they bail! How 
ghid we ought to feel that they will never 
have to go through the struggles which 
wc h lte hatl to go through! 
They hatl 
just time enough to get out of the cratllc 
and run up on the springtime hills of this 
world anti see how it looketi, and then 
they started for a better stopping pliice. 
They were like ships that put in at St. 
Helena, staying there long enough to let 
piutsengers go up and see the barrtkcks of 
Napoleon’s captivity, and then hoist sail 
for the port of their own native land. 
They only rook this world in transitu 
It 
is hard for us, but it is blessMl for them 
And if the spirit of this sermon is true, 
then wo oug^lit not to go arountl sighing 
and groaning when another year is going, 
but we ought to go down on one knee by 
the milestone anti see the letters anti thank 
God that we itre 365 miles nearer home. 
We ought not to go around with morbid 
feelings about our health or aijout antici 
patetl deuiise. 
We ought to be living not 
acconling to that old maxim which I used 
to hear in my boyht)od that you must live 
as thougli every day were the last; you 
must live as though you were to live for 
ever, for you will. Do not bo nervous lest 
you have to move out of a shanty into an 
Alhambra. 


One Christmas tlay I witnessetl some­ 
thing vej*y thrilling. 
We had just tlis- 
tributetl the family presents Christmas 
morning, when I heard a great cry of dis­ 
tress in the hallway. 
A child from a 
neighbor’s house came in to say her father 
was dead. 
It was only three doors off, 
and I think in two minutes we were 
there. 
There lay the old Christian sea 
captain, his face upturned toward the 
window, as though he had suddenly sc«n 
the headlands aiul with an illuminated 
countenance, /te though he were just go­ 
ing into harbor. 
The fact was he had al* 
ready got through the Narrows.

Verlaine is the master of lyrieezpres 
■ leu, using every delicate means iu or 
der to express every shadow of his senti 
ment and to excite by harmonious 
sounds the nervous strings of the mod 
ern, impressionable Usteuei:, That 
why the ‘'young ones” conuidered him 
|:heir leader and why ho wa^ called the 
iirst symboliet. The melodious, sug­ 
gestive words, the strange, symbolic 
pictures, arouse iu the »oui of the read* 
er the impression which the poet 
wishes to give him. 
pleure dont 
mou cœur, comme il pleut sur la ville, ’* 
isays the poet, and the use of assouauct 
and alliteratiMu (“ pleure,” “ pleut” ) 
gives to the lines pleasing harmony and 
to the picture charm and color. To move 
the sensitive 8onl of the listener by the 
music of the rhyme, such is Verhiine’i 
aim. 


When Leconte de Lisle died, one of 
the Parisian reviews asked the literati 
and artists who, after the author of 
^‘Poemes Barberes,*’ was worthy to 
take up the national lyre. The votes 
were all for Verlaine. The public of 
the boulevards was astonished at such 
•in artistic plehiaoitum. The new poet 
laureate was so little known. Never­ 
theless many lovers of poetry loved and 
admired him. But how many lovera of 
poetry are there? 


Panl Verlaine died Jan. 9, 189S, and 
was buried two days later in Clichy 
cemetery. All the artistic and literary 
yontb of Paris followed his eolAn. Sev* 
aral emUient literati spoke at hie grave.
